Fir.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1966. 

The  vital  statistics  for  your  area  are  once  again  very  satisfactory 
indeed.  Despite  the  fact  that  three  stillbirths  occurred  in  the 
district,  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate  was  slightly  lower  than  the 
comparative  figure  for  the  administrative  Comty.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  infant  mortality  for  the  area  was  very  low  indeed. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  death  attributable  to  maternal 
causes  occurred  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  1966  Darfield  experienced  a low  rate  of  infectious 
disease  notification  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  immunisation  statistics 
are  satisfactory  but  I would  like  to  see  an  improvement  in  the  pre- 
school age-group,  I have  commented  at  some  length  on  this  very  point 
in  the  appropriate  Section  of  the  Report, 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanlcs  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  encouragement  they  have  given 
me  throughout  the  year.  I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation 
for  the  excellent  co-operation  vdaich  has  been  given  by  the  Clerk  and 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  your  district.  In  preparing  this  Report 
I am  indebted  to  the  Senior  Clerk  and  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Office  for  their  hard  work  and  loyal  support  at  all  times.

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  127,  12  more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  There  were  8 illegitimate  births,  representing  6.3^ 
of  total  births  registered,  compared  with  6,1^  in  1965. 

The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  the 
births  in  I966,  v^ich  relates  the  proportion  of  wanen  of  child-bearing  age 
in  the  area  vjith  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  crude  birth 
rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjisted  birth  rate 
TAiiich  is  comparable  vd.th  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other  districts  and 
with  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  births  for  your 
district  was  I6.9  per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with  15.3 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  1965  and  compared  vd.th  17.7  for 
England  and  Wales.

Tlie  total  nunber  of  deaths  last  year  was  73j  comprised  of  31  males 
and  42  females.  The  adjusted  death  rate^  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  13.2  per  1,000  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  12.4  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year  and  with  11.7  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical 
importance  were:  heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer  and  respiratory 
diseases. 

Infant  Ibrtalitv 

There  was  one  infant  death  in  Barfield  last  year,  one  more  than  in 
1965.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  7*9^  compared  with  Nil  for 
the  previous  year  and  wi.th  19.0  for  England  and  Vfeles. 

The  infant  death  vdaich  occurred  in  your  district  was  unfortunately 
in  no  way  preventable.  Tlie  infant  mortality  rate  for  your  district  of 
7.9  is  again  a very  favourable  figure  vjhen  com.pared  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  « 19»0 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  which  includes  the  stillbirths  and 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still) 
was  23.1  for  your  district,  the  sfime  as  the  stillbirth  rate,  compared 
with  25.1  for  the  administrative  County.

Jlatemity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 

Infant  Vfelfare  Clinics  are  held  in  the  New  Clinic,  Church  Street, 
Darfield,  on  I'fednesday  afternoons,  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.in. 

The  i'inte-Natal  Clinic,  which  was  held  on  Friday  mornings , was 
discontinued,  and  the  patients  now  attend  their  family  doctors  for 
ante-natal  care. 

Relaxation  and  post-natal  classes  were  continued  during  the  year. 
la.boratorv  Service 

The  laboratory  service  v^ras  provided  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
in  Vfekefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  J'ledical 
Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  v;ith  all 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  investigation 
is  undertalcen  -and  report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

SajTiples  of  millc  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  .*ct  for  chemical 
analysis  were  exajained  by  the  Public  analyst  at  the  expense  of  the 
County  Council.

93  cases  of  Ifeasles  were  notified  riuring  the  year,  the  disease 
mostljr  occurring  in  the  third  quarter,  Tliis  compares  with  153  cases 
occurring  in.  the  previous  year,  viien  the  disease  tended  to  be  spaced 
evenly  throughout  the  year. 


No  case  of  Siiallpox  occurred  during  tho  year.  The  number  of  people 
vaccinated  dufing  the  year  was  44#  caapared  with  60  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria.  Vjhoopine  Cough  and  Tetanus 


No  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  four  cases  of  mild  VJhooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  t?ie  year. 

Immunisation  statistics  in  respect  of  Diphtheria  showed  that  81, 0>:’ 
of  all  Darfield  children  have  been  protected  against  this  disease.  If 
this  figu.re  of  81.0^  is  split  into  age  groups  it  represents  90,3^  of 
the  school  population  and  62, 5a'  of  the  pre-school  group.  Immunisation 
against  Miooping  Cough  showed  a slight  decrease  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  60,?^  of  the  pre-school  group  were  protected  against  the  disease. 
Bearing  in  mind  that  VJhooping  Cough  did  occur  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  I cannot  over  emphasise  the  importance  of  the  complete  immunisation 
of  the  child  in  the  pre-school  period,  preferably  in  earls'"  infanesm  It 
is  just  not  good  enough  to  wa.it  until  a child  starts  school  before 
commencing  imirimisation  aga.iii'-t  these  diseases.  Tlie  pre-school  child 
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is  just  as  vulnerable  as  the  child  at  school.  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  InTiiunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  to  increase  and  during  the 
year  174  children  received  prlnary  iimnunisation  and  135  received  booster 
doses  of  vaccine  compared  with  I30  and  142  respectively  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  itiununisation  statistics  for  youn  area  are,  on  the  ^\ilole,  highly 
satisfactory,  and  at  the  present  level  it  is  highlj^  unliicely  that  a 
serious  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough  vjould  occur  in  the 
district. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  notifications  in  respect  of  this  disease  vjere  received  during 
the  year.  Vaccination  against  the  disease  continued  during  1966,  and 
during  the  year  124  children  completed  a thre^-dose  counse  of  primary 
vaccination.  This  brings  the  grand  total  of  persons  vaccinated  to 
3^327^  of  which  2,293  have  received  a founth  dose.  As  in  the  case  of 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisation,  I must  emphasise  the 
importance  of  protection  of  the  child  in  early  infancy. 

Tuberculosis 

Mo  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

I aiii  happy  to  report  that  no  death  from  the  disease  occurred  during  the 
year.  The  table  overleaf  illustrates  the  decline  in  notification 
of  this  serious  disease  since  1963*  Considerable  effort  is  made  each 
year  to  offer  protection  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine  to  the  Children  entering  the 
Secondary  School.

Vital  Statistics 

A table  of  comparable  vita.l  statistics  is  shoY.Ti  for  each  of  the  County  districts 
in  the  Division,  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  a.uthority  in  assessing  how  each 
stand  in  relation  to  ea.ch  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and  Rational  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid  I966 
Vv'as  79 j 5 30?  compared  with  79 j 070  In  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in 
population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  557  fn  1966,  compared  with 
652  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  in  I966  T/as  1,406, 
compared  with  1,482  in  I965.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  17.7  per 
1,000,  compared  with  18,7  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  was  75  in  I966,  This  represents  5*3^  of  ihe  total  births,  compared  with  5*4/^ 
in  1965 > and  5*3^  in  1964. 

Stillbirths 

There  vrere  29  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  24  during  I965.  This 
gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  20,2  compared  with  15.9  in  1965  and  with  15.9  fen  England 
and  Wales, 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  a.fter  the  addition  and  subtraction  of  inward 
and  outwaord  transfers  was  849 y which  was  I9  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10,7  as  compared  with  10,5  in  I965. 


Lfatemal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year,  Vifhich  occurred  in 
Cudworth  aiid  Darton,  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  \ms  1.59>  compared 
with  0,25  for  the  administrative  County  and  with  0,26  for  England  and  Wales,  lii 
both  cases  the  death  was  not  preventable  during  the  ante-natal  period.  The 
divisional  figure  is  in  excess  of  the  national  average  this  year  but  there  have  been 
years  when  no  maternal  death  occ’urred  in  the  Division, 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  37  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  which  25  occrurred 
in  the  neo-na,tal  period.  This  compares  with  31  and  19  respectively  in  the  previous 
year.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  26.3, 
compared  with  20,7  for  the  previous  year  and  with  I9.O  for  England  and  Wales, 

I vrould  like  to  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  18  infant  deaths 
occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  three  of  them  were  so  premature  as  to  he 
helo¥/  the  age  of  viability.  This. means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would  not 
even  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages  and  as  such  would 
never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  The  number  of  deaths  in  this 
category  shows  an  increase  this  year  as  compared  \7ith  the  previous  year.  Prematurity 
wa.s  associa.ted  with  no  less  than  nine  deaths  in  the  early  neo-natal  period, 
demonstrating  the  importance  of  this  factor  as  a.  contributory  cause  of  death  in 
early  infancy.  Of  the  37  ba.bies  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  30  were  bom  in 
hospital  and  7 at  home. 

The  peri-nata.l  mortality  ra.te  for  the  division  was  32*8,  compared  with  25.1 
for  the  administrative  Coixnty,  The  Registrar  General  has  provided  a peri-natal  rate 
for  England  and  Wales,  v/hich  this  year  represents  26,3.  The  occurrence  of  infant 
deaths  associated  with  prematurity  is  responsible  for  the  relatively  high  peri-natal 
mortality  rate  for  the  year. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  illegitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000 
illegitimate  live  births  = 15.33  for  the  division,

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report  on  the  state  of 
immunity  in  each  Urban  District,  The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  pre- 
school age  group  and  the  school  age  group  show  a slight  fall  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  overall  percents, ge  of  children  who  ha.ve  been  fully  protected 
however  remains  at  a high  level  and  we  can  rega,rd  the  figures  presented  as  entirely 
satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  the  Dodworth  Urban  District  the  apparent  fall  in  the 
0-4  years  age  group  is  due  to  the  removal  of  immunisation  cards  relating  to  children 
resident  in  the  High  Green  Division  follov/ing  the  introduction  of  the  computer 
Scheme  for  immunisation  in  that  area.

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,539  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  ?;hoiii  proved  nega.tive.  This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub-nornality  developing  in  a,  baby  who  has  a positive  reaction. 
Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  born  in  the  Division  to  discover  cases 
of  congenital  dislocation  of  tho  hip.  If  such  ca.ses  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  technique  no  less  than  I4  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation;  thereby  qualifying  for  early 
treatment  of  the  condition. 

Cervical  CytolOiSy 

The  Cervical  Cytolog^^  clinic  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year  at 
6 Victoria  Road,  Sessions  were  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  by  appointment.  The 
ma,in  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  diagnose  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  in  the  early 
stages  when  treatment  is  relatively  easy  and  the  chances  of  a permanent  cure  are 
excellent.  During  the  year  680  women  over  the  age  of  30  years  attended  for  the  first

time,  Tv70  eaxly  cancers  of  the  uterine  cervix  were  detected  and  referred  to  the 
appropriate  specialist  for  trecctment.  ho  less  than  48  pa.tients  ~/ere  recalled  for 
firrther  examination  and  of  these  42  were  found  to  hove  gynaecological  disorders 
requiring  treatment  and  advice.  I feel  that  quite  apart  from  the  value  of 
detecting  early  cancer  of  the  female  genital  tract  and  other  gjmoecological 
disorders  a good  deal  of  excellent  health  education  takes  place  a.t  this  clinic. 
Women  attending  frequently  ask  advice  about  problems  in  connection  with  fajiiily 
planning  and  other  topics. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  breasts  are  clinically  exami red  at  the  same 
tine.  Four  patients  v/ith  breast  abnormalities  were  referred  to  their  own  family 
doctors  for  advice, 

Horae  Nursing  Service 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Home  ITursing 
Service  during  the  year,  48,21?  visits  were  made,  compared  with  42,222  in  the 
previous  year.  This  indeed  reflects  the  increasing  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
Home  Hursing  Service,  as  I Imow  that  with  improved  liaison  with  the  Geriatric 
Service  more  difficult  cases  have  frequently  been  referred  to  the  Home  Nurses  and 
it  is  perhaps  the  quality  of  the  v/ork  in  addition  to  the  number  of  visits  which  is 
of  paramount  importance.

The  numher  of  patients  treated  last  year  remained  ahout  the  same.  The  tendency 
has  heon  for  an  increase  to  occur  in  domiciliary  treatment  Yfith  a decrease  in 
clinic  or  sijirgery  treatment,  I feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage 
more  patients  to  rnnke  the  effort  to  visit  the  Chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surgery 
rather  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment,  not  only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much- 
more  expensive  to  provide  hut  it  is  felt  that  the  old  people  would  generally  benefit 
hy  the  socisol  contacts  made  whilst  attending  the  Clinic, 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  vras  agaun  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The  number 
of  households  a.ssisted  during  the  year  increased  to  ahout  800,  while  the  numher  of 
hours  expended  rose  hy  just  over  14%  » This  is  an  expected  and  significant  trend 
as  it  is  felt  that  some  of  the  cases  have  too  fev/  hours  to  really  benefit  and 
efforts  will  he  made  to  give  maximum  improvement  to  recipients  in  this  category.
